ON the motion for the cemmitment of the India 
bill, Lord Fitzwilliam rofe to fignify his diflent 
from a meafute, which ftruck him as big with pu- 
blic mifchief. It was in his gpinion not fuirable to 
many of the regulations adopted by the bill now be- 
fore their Lordfhips ; that no reafon whatever had 
been affigned for having recourfe to them. He 
went through feveral of the moft exceptionable, and 

_eruftedtheir _Lordfhips would not rathly give their 
* confent where he conceived their minds and their 
hearts. would revolt. € was anxious to invelti 
gate the origin of powers fo foreign to the conttitu- 
tion as that bill was intended tc delegate. But eve- 
ry thing was myfterious and unintelligible. He at- 
tached mifmanagement and intrigue to the new 
Board of Controul. An abfolute arbitrary Govern- 
ment did not exift in this country; and he did not 
deem it competent for this legiflature, to delegate to 
others what they did not themfelves poffefs. His 
Lordfhip made a variety of {triures on other parts, 
of the bill, and reprobated a great many of its re- 
gulations ; lamented the fituation of people fubject- 
ed to fach a government: and was forry that Eng- 
Jifhmen could fo far forget themfelves and their pri- 
vileges, as to acquicfce in a fy{tem repugnant to the 
fpirit and letter of that conititution to which we 
owed ‘all our boafted diftin&tions ; and obvioufly ho- 
ftile to the moft invaluable rights of mankind. 

Lord Walfingham replied to the noble Earl, and 
went into the detail of the bill at fome length. His 
Lordfhip controverted the principles which had 
been held out to their Lordthips, aad fpurned at 
the motives in which the meafure ‘had. been faid to 
originate. was certain that the new Board was 
influcneed by motives the molt pure and honourable 
in all they did. The feveral objections which had 
been urged againft the bill, were not convincing to 
him. ‘They went upon narrow ideas of the trult, 
and made no provifion for a fituation the moft ardu- 








ous, extenfive, and confequential of any connested ° 


with the community at large. He, for one, faw no 
evil, but the profpect of much real good in the dele- 
gation which had been fo loudly condemned. He 
doubted whether our poffeffions in India were to be 
retained by any other means. There certainly could 
be no danger in powers involving fuch a refpoxfibi- 
lity. It had been doubied whether that refponfibi- 
lity exifted. He thought it impoflible. to fix its 
exiftence on furer grounds. He avoided any rea- 
foning which.might refpect the noble Earl appointed

Opinions in the Houfe. He, however, thought that 


, the meafure might be difcufled on its own intrinGic 
merit; and what was to be apprehended from it, 
while the perfon, whoever he was, occupying that 
ftation, was obliged to record his conduc? Was 
not that record to be regularly conveyed to Eng- 
land? Did not the Board of Controul take cogni- 
zance of whatever happened under their department ? 
They were themfelves anfwerable for what they did. 
So that he could not conceive an refponfibility bet- 
ter, or more firmly eftablifhed, . His Lordthip con- 
tended, that the prefent bill was not a new one, 
much lefs a revocation of the bill which had paffed 
in the year 1784. It was no more, in his concep- 
tion of the bufinefs, than an extenfion of that mea- 
fure ; and therefore he barred. all objections that 
went to arraign the inconfiftency which might, on 
that fuppofition, be imputed to this part of the Mi- 
nifter’s conduc&t. His Lordthip ftated a variety of 
particulars in anfwer to what had been urged againft 
the bill, as -well as in anticipation of fuch as. might 
{ill be urged. te 

Lord Vifcount Stormont .was not at. all furprifed

at the amendments of the bill of 1734, which were 
now before their Lordthips ; nordid his Lordthip 
chufe to arrogate any merit in the mortifying, but 
complete accomplifhment of what he had fo dittin&- 
ly and amply forerold, The meafare had been pre- 
pared in the preceding feflion, when the wifdom of 
Parliament rejected it on grounds fufficiently juftified | 
by the event. The Minifter, however, brought it 
forward in the fubfequent feilion with no inconfide- 
rable triumph, as that by which~he was willing to be 
tried. So that their Lordfhips were to confider 
this bill prior to the amendments now under dif af- | 
fion, as the firft fruits of that pregnant wifdym which | 
was felected as the molt propet‘ant'aceomplifhed for 
the government of the country : ‘but the’ whole cont" 
plex fyitem was, in his opinion, peculiarly crude and 
abfurd: and in calling it a fytem, he dignified it 
with a name to which it had no pretenfions ;' it was 
loofe and heterogeneous throughout. The effects it 
produced demonftrated more than any words he 
could ufe its utter inmaptitude and infignificance. 
Thefe characters were ftamped on every part of the 
meafure. He adverted to the various powers which 
con{tituted the Board of Controul, and pronounced 
them inapplicable and incompetent to the ends ,or 
objects of that inftitution. He regarded the indivi- 
duals of which it confilted, with refpect ; for the in- 
{titution he had none; it deferved none; it origina- 
ted in temerity; its operations were hampered, in- 
effectual, and without any refponfibility whatever. 
He ftated the connection of this Board with that of 
the Direétion. and thewed that all the powers of the 
i ntW buard, 





were provided in the bill for the Governor-General. 
He differed from many of his noble friends on this 
part of the plan. When he confidered the queftion 
abftractedly, he was obliged to admit that there were 
many fituations and contingencies connected with a 
truft at once fo diftant and immenfe, that required 
unity of Government, and in which the bare poflibi- 
lity of diffenGon might entail the woz{t of confequen- 
ces. The free {tates of antiquity, efpecially chat of 
Rome, delegated to her government the greateft 
powers. But how were thefe for the moft part ex- 
erted? They were very generally abufed ; and the 
great difficulty in the prefent cafe that appeared to 
him was, by what precautions this fuperiority or in- 
“dependence in the Governor-General to the other 
Members of Council, could be rendered fafe by con- 
necting it with an adequate refponfibility.” This, as 


home, otherwife it was calculated to opetdte with- 
out controul. ‘ 

His Lordthip faw no provifion fot this ‘particular. 
He therefore confidered the meafure to contain 
a wanton delegation of .authority to an individual; 
- who might be fo circumftanced in the eventual fluc- 
tuations of things, as that he might turn the whole 
‘trength of his fituation again{t his maiters.. No one 
who knew the refpect he bore to the noble Earl ap- 
pointed ‘to that traft, could doubt the very high opi- 
nion he entertained of his honour and fidelity in 
whatever he thould undertake. But whenever thefe 
extraordinary powers happened to be connested with 
an intriguing and ambitious mind 3. whenever the 
Governor-General fhould poffefs the principles and 
the enterprife of a Cromwell, it was by no means an 
improbable cafe that .we thould be divefted ‘in ‘one 
moment of all our valuable poffeilions in that coun- 
try. ake : 

He complained of the injury that was held out or 
threatened againit a very refpecable officer by the 
bill. He defcribed the -unpleafane- and aukward 
‘fituation to which a brave and deferving individual 

was reduced by a meafure which fo nearly concerned 
him, without making any provifion whatever. for his 
cafe. He was of opinion that a perfon might .in- 
deed make a good officer enough in.an’ inferior (ta- 
tion, whom it were improper to confult in. atatiers 
of politics ; but he deemed it exceedingly unlikely 
that a gentleman of this defcription thonld eyer-oc- 
cupy the place of Commander in Chief. , The mea- 
fure therefore that fuperfeded General Slaper,. fro: 
his feat in Council, he conceived to be an.anecet., 
fary and improper exertion. of authority. What 
charges had been brought againft him ? Had he been 
previoufly apprifed of this meafure ?: Was it: not a 
breach of the faith pledged to a gentleman employed 
on the executive part of their meafures, and con- 
fiding in their being-fatisfied with his coadué, while 
no accufation was brought agaioft him? The inftance 
was a rare one, and he hoped ‘for the honour and 
profperity of the fervice both at home and abroad, it 
would not be repeated. 

Lord Sydney faid, that General Sloper was a> vo- 
lunteer in the fervice, and would not deem that a 
hardthip which had been done only from'a convicti- 
on that it would not he perfonally offenfive to that:

He agreed in 
fever:l things with the opinion ftated by his noble 
frien, Lord Stormont, and admitted, under the 
circunftances which he had fpecified, that tliere 
certanly were emergencies to be expected in fuch a 
govenment as India, in which a Governor General 
woud find himfelf very pinay | fituated, with- 
out fome fuch powers as the bill fpecified. . The 
danger, however, was in the abufe, the difficulty in 
fering the limits by which fach powers fhould be 
dlowed to operate. He mentioned the cafe of Lord 
Pigat, ard imputed his misfortunes to the feeble- 


withltanding an Englith Jury had formed the majo-

due to their temerity. He touched on many other 
parts of the fyltem, feveral of which he ee 
as inimical to the great object of the meafure ; 0- 
thers met his ideas, and received his approbation. 
But the excellencies of the meafure were by no 
meais, in his opinion, a fufficient balance to the in- 
finite deficiencies with which it abounded. 

Lord Stormont could not help obferving on what 
had fullen from the noble Duke relating to the cafe 
of the late Lord Pigot, that his Majelty’s Judges 
were by no means reltricted from having inflicted a 
much, feverer punifhment on the parties who had 
been tried in that cafe. But there were circum- 
ftances of {trong ‘tate neceflity, under which. the 
pianuncil of Se Genrge on ther oceafion acted, which 
greatly mitigated the criminality alledged. It was 
in confideration of the preffure of public exigence 
which_thefe gentlemen proved to have then exifted, 
tuat his Majeity’s Judges fined them in a fum fo 
trifling, at the fame time that it was in their brea(t 
to have fined them a hundred thoufand pounds, and 
imprifoned them for life. 

The Earl of Abingdon, concluding the debate, 
faid, ;

Before the Chancellor of the Exchequer brought 
forward the bufinefs, the itlea Was, that there was 
one million of money lying unappropriated, and td be 
applied to the difcharge of the national debt. The 
faé&t, however, is well known to be otherwife. The 
truth is, there is no fuch fum, nor any fum whate- 
ver in the Exchequer, to be applied to any fuch pur- 
pofe. But the million a-year to be appropriated 
thereto, is what may be Pappoled to be Ik of the 
public income after the neceflary expences of Go- 
vernment fhall have been defrayed, and the produce 
of the new taxes to be raifed on fpirits, deals, and 
perfumery, fhall be added thereto. This is very 


different, indeed, from what was fuppofed to be the * 


cafe, which was, that a million furplus lay #//e/s in 
the Exchequer. The warmelt partifans of the Mi- 
nifter clearly fee through ‘the whole affair; and, 
indeed, when it comes to be rightly explain- 
ed, it is nothing more, than that a calculation, 
(and which by the bye can by no means be 
made) has been formed, by which it appears, 
that a furplus will remain of g02,0001. a year of 
the public income, after every expenditure, and 
this merely to form a pretence for raifing 100,090).

This the Minifter was aware of, and, 
therefore, artfully inferted in Kis-pt!, that the mil- 
lion fhould be paid at four payments, that is to fay, 
250,000 I. every quarter, well knowing, that though 
there is not 900,000 1. in the Exchequer at prefent, 
he thall be able to provide for the firft payment by

«* Equally open to cenfure has the Minifter laid 
himfelf, as to te manner in which he has propofed 
to raife the hundred thoufand pounds. When the 
commutation tax was pafled, the principle defign of 
it was to prevent {muggling, by rendering the tea 
cheaper to the public, and who, on that account, 
were to fubmit to an additional tax on window 
lights. But now the Minifter propofes to lay an 
additional tax on fpirits; and this, forfooth, is alfo, 
not more to raife money, than to encreafe the reve- 
nue by diminifhing {muggling- And thus the Mi- 
nifter, in the very fame breath, fuppreffes fmuggling, 
firll, by taking off part of a tax, and then by adding 
to a tax, jult as it may ferve his purpofe.
